Judge Orders Young Couple 
To Have No More Children 


Three in Three Years Too Many, Says Cleveland Jurist, 
Hinting at Jail if Any Are Born to Them in Next 


Three—Inhuman, Bishop Holds. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Dec. 4 (U.P.).—A 
youthful married couple was sentenced 
by ~ judge today to practice birth con- 
trol for three years or face a citation 
for contempt and a possible jail sen- 
tence. Otto Kouris, 28, and his wife, 
Helen, 22, are the couple involved. 
They have three children. Kouris earns 
$24 a week. , 

They eloped to Kentucky five years 
ago and were romantically happy for 
a time. Then came the first child; a 
year later, a second; in another year 
there was a third. Quarrels arose over 
the care of the children on the hus- 
band’s salary. They applied mutually 
for a divorce. Bath charged cruelty 
and neglect. 

. Judge .Harrison. Ewing heard their 
cases in common pleas court today. 
When they had finished he said: 
“When this couple ran away at their 
age it was a gay adventure. Both were 
ignorant of matrimonial problems and 
child care. When the first child was 
one year old some court should have 


given therm a lesson in birth control 
at that time. . 

“It was evident ethat the woman 
could not raise more than one child 
successfully. The couple needed two 
lessons—one a high school course on 
marriage preparation, the second a 
medical course on how to get along 
with a smal) family.” 

“Three children in three years should 
not be allowed. I :shall not allow you 
to impose any more children on your- 
selves or upon society. I therefore re- 
fuse you a divorce and impose on you 
three years of birth control. Go home.” 

In three years the couple may apply 
for a divorce again if they have had no 
children in the meantime. 

Those in the courtroom, including 


the young couple, were stunned by the 


decision. Reaction came at once. 
Bishop Schrembs, of the Catholic 
diocese of Cleveland, was quick to 
characterize it as a “most inhuman 
decision, to give which he went entirely 


out of his rights.”

An héur later another tenement was 
burning just a block away, and fifteen 
minutes later a third was afire in an 
adjoining block. Many of the tene- 
ment dwellers had to be carried down 
fire escapes and narrowly escaped with 
their lives. Henry Helm, deputy fire 
chief, said each of the fires had been 
started by a pyromaniac in baby carri- 
ages kept by tenants under the stairs 
on the ground floor.

Given Graft, Say Convicts 


Defaulting Bank Official and Gambler Testify Director 
of Safety Could Have Stamped Out Vice—Profits of 
One House $900,000— Pay Police and Gunmen. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 4 (A.P.).—A de- 
faulting bank official, who lost more 
than $300,000 in gambling houses, and 
a professional gambler today unfolded 
at an open hearing before Judge Edwin 
O. Lewis what they said was the inside 
story of the gambling racket in Phila- 
delphia, 

Three politicians were involved as 
direct beneficiaries of the racket, either 
as actual partners in gambling houses 
or as recipients of protection money. 

The story dealt in large sums—profits 
of one house of nearly $900,000 in four 
years of alleged protection from police 
interference; payment of $200 a day 
to police and gunmen and of $1,000 
@ month to a captain of police, now 
dead, for protection. 

In addition to this police official, 
the name of George W. Elliott, former 
director of public safety, was brought 
into the story. There was no sugges- 
tion that he had profited by the graft 
from the gambling group, but the wit- 
ness, i was a member of the group 


before being sent to jail, declared that 
the gamblers could not have operated 
if Elliott had tried to stamp them out. 

The witnesses, Dr. Thomas “English 
Tommy” Gilchrist and Charles F. 
Toomey, were brought from prison to 
testify in connection with the special 
grand jury investigation of gang mur- 
ders, gambling, bootlegging and police 
corruption. Gilchrist is serving a 
three-year sentence, the result, he al- 
leges, of a frame-up by rival gamblers. 
Toomey, confessed embezzler of $342,000 
from the Fidelity Trust Co., has served 
eight years and four months of a ten- 
year sentence.

NOT GUILTY PLEAS 


Murder Ranch Youth Is Ar- 
raigned, Accused of Slay- 
ing Three Boys. 


FACES ANOTHER. CHARGE 


Riverside, Calif., Dec. 4 (A.P.).—Gor- 
don Stewart Northcott appeared be- 
fore Superior Judge O. K. Morton here 
this afternoon and pleaded not guilty 
to three charges of murder. 

The indictments returned by a 
county grand jury charging him with 
slaying “John Doe,” a Mexican; Walter 
Collins and Nelson and Lewie Winslow 
were read in full before the youth gave 
his laconic reply. 

Officers and newspaper men who had 
accompanied Northcott for 24 hours on 
a fruitless search in the desert near 
Victorville for graves of asserted vic- 
tims, were present at the time of the 
plea. 

Following the arraignment, District 
Attorney Buron Fitts, of Los Angeles 
County, moved the court that North- 
cott be allowed to remain in the cus- 
tody of Los Angeles officers in order 
that the youth might appear in Los 
Angeles courts tomorrow for prelimi- 
nary hearing on a murder charge there. 

A fourth indictment by the Riverside 
County grand jury, charging a statu- 
tory offense, was dismissed upon a mo- 
tion of Assistant District Attorney 
Earle Redwine, of Riverside County. 


In California Five Years. 


It was nearly five years ago that the 
Northcotts moved to California from 
a village of Ontario, Canada, settling 
in Los Angeles, where Cyrus Northcott, 
Gordon’s father, followed his trade as 
a carpenter. About three years later, 
the elder Northcott explained following 
his arrest last September, he became 
afraid of his son’s “peculiarities,” and 
seeking to “get the boy away from the 
city,” bought a three-acre tract a few 
miles east of Riverside. There the fam- 
ily established a chicken ranch. 

The son alternately worked on the 
ranch and studied music, turning his 
attention to the piano. He was born 
at Bladworth, Sask., 22 years ago last 
month. 

Life on the isolated ranch failed “‘to 
change him,” the father once said of 
his son. Sanford Clark, 15-year-old 
nephew accuser of the Northcott 
youth, claimed that during the months 
he lived at the Northcott home, Gordon 
lured away or kidnaped more than 50 
boys from their homes. 


Boys Were Kidnaped. 


The four youths Northcott is charged 
with killing were kidnaped from streets 
near their homes, Sanford said; the 
Mexican shortly before February 2. Wal- 
ter Collins in Los Angeles March 19 and 
the two Winslow boys in Pomona on 
May 19. 

Judge Morton set January 2 as the 
date for Northcott’s trial, 

In Los Angeles Gordon, who was 


known as the proprietor of the Wine- | 
ville chicken ranch, on which it 1s al- 
leged three of the slayings took place, 
had already been arraigned on a 
charge of murdering “John Doe,” a 
Mexican whose headless body was found 
near Puente, Calif., last February. 

The judge ordered that the accused 
youth remain in charge of Los Angeles | 
County officers, that he might be re- 
turned to that county to a hearing on 
the charge of murdering the Mexican 
youth, since identified as Alvin Gothea. 
The police have not been able to deter- 
mine whether Gothea was killed in Riv- 
erside or Los Angeles County.

Truce Fails as Yachtsman 


Acts to Get Girl Off Boat 


Whitehead, Reversing Decision to Withdraw Charges 
Against Woman Who Refuses to Leave Craft, Has 
Court Papers Served, Causing Miss Porter to Faint. 


Havana, Dec. 4 (A.P.).—Reversing his 
decision to withdraw charges made last 
week against Miss Frances Porter, pret- 
ty Atlanta girl, whom he charged with 
assaulting him with a shoe, C. P. 
Whitehead, millionaire sportsman and 
New York clubman, today pressed his 
court action. 

Shortly after the noon hour a rep- 
resentative of the Havana police court 


presented warrants at the Whitehead 
yacht, the Malvern, ordering Miss Por- 
ter, who has been a virtual fugitive 
from justice aboard the yacht since last 
week, to appear in court Saturday. 

According to members of the Mal- 
vern crew Miss Porter fainted when she 
saw the policeman, injuring herself in 
a fall down the hatchway to her cabin 
and was under physicians’ care to- 
night. 

The papers from the Cuban court or- 
dered Miss Porter to appear Saturday 
under penalty not only of forfeiting her 
$100 bond but also of being held in 
contempt, the penalties for which, un- 
der Spanish laws, are severe. 

Efforts to communicate with White- 
head failed. Hotel books were cleared 


of his name, but it was definitely es- 


tablished that Whitehead was in the 
same hotel room he has occupied since 
bringing the court action against Miss 
Porter. 

Miss Porter, arrested last Wednesday 
and cited in court by Whitehead, con- 
tinued to remain aboard the Whitehead 
yacht Malvern. She has been aboard 
since Thursday, when she escaped from 
a hospital where she was being treated 
for distraught nerves. 

Miss Porter declared today that she 
would not leave the boat, upon advice 
of the American Consulate here. She is 
a virtual fugitive from justice but the 
police can do nothing unless a permit 
to board the yacht is issued from the 
American Consulate. 

Every effort of Whitehead to free his 
boat of Miss Porter, who, he claims, 
fillies into ungovernable tempers, has 
failed. 

Whitehead today told of hectic quar- 
rels and several “beatings” at the hands 
of Miss Porter, but this she has de- 
nied.

larcenies and pickpocket cases reported 
annually. 

It would also aid them in cleaning 
up the gambling situation, which, at 
the present time, is rezarded as in its 
worst condition, they point out. Also it 
would enable them to drive out of 
town the large number of women who 
“live outside the law.” 

With the identity of many of these 
classes of offenders as mentioned above 
known to police, they declare they 
could make it uncomfortable for them 
under a new vagrancy act, whereas, un- 
der present conditions, they must wait 
until some crime has been committed 
before taking them into custody, 

The belief that the present act Is 
valueless, since the Court of Appeals 
and other bodies have ruled that some 
of its provisions are unconstitutional, 
is shared by police officials and mem- 
bers of Congress alike. 

A short time before the Kenyon act 
was passed for Washington, police ar- 
rested a piano player in one of the 
“honky tonks” which was run below 
Pennsylvania avenue. They held him 
for investigation. He was convicted, 
but the Court of Appeals ruled that, 
under provisions of the present va- 
grancy act, he had “visible means of 
support,” despite the fact that his 
might not be as high a calling as some 
other professions. 

In another instance police charged 
with vagrancy a woman who lived 
without visible means of support. She, 
too, was convicted, but the Court of 
Appeals ruled that this woman, who 
showed a bank balance of $1,000, could 
not be a vagrant. 

Under the proposed law, police feel 
they could cope with similar situa~ 
tions. The bill specifically provides 
that the “visible means of support” 
must be lawful employment. 

It also provides that a person 
charged with vagrancy must prove by 
testimony other than his own that he 
has made reasonable but unsuccessful 
efforts to obtain employment in order 
to “beat” the charge. 

Senate and House District leaders 
feel confident that the proposed va- 
grancy act will be one of the first Dis- 
trict measures passed by the present 
Congress.

Rosenfeld will be tried in Hyatts- 
ville Police Court today on a charge 
of reckless driving preferred Monday 
by State Policeman M. D. Brubaker. 
He is under $1,000 bond on this charge. 


Rosenfeld and seven fellow students 
of the University of Maryland were 
riding in an automobile which police 
allege collided with Bowles’ produce 
truck November 24 on a bridge over the 
Northwest Branch on Queens Chapel 
road near Hyattsville. Bowles’ truck was 
plunged into the creek and he died 
later in the day from exposure, at 
Sibley Hospital. 

The seven youths who accompanied 
Rosenfeld were: Harry Siegleman, Wa- 
tertown, S. Dak.; Benjamin Epstein, 
Centerville, Md.; Louis Wise, Balti- 
more, Md.; Rayfleld Blechman, Mount 
Vernon, N. Y.; Bernard Rosen, Balti- 
' more, Md.; Herman Friedman, Brook- 
ilyn, N. Y., and Abraham Miller, Roches- 
'ter, N. Y. The latter two did not testi- 
fy at the inquest. 

Rosenfeld and his companions test!- 
fied they had not felt any Jar or impact 
between their car and the truck. As 
they reached the end of the bridge one 
of the boys shouted that the truck had 
gone over into the creek. Rosenfeld 
stopped the car and backed it to the 
bridge, where he attempted to turn 
his headlights on the overturned truck. 

Realizing the need for assistance, 
Rosenfeld and Rosen went on to 
Hyattsville and there called Harold 
Leonard, chief of the Prince Georges 
County rescue squad, who summoned 
Fire Chief Noble F. Rushe, and then 
went to the scene. 

On their way the two youths passed 
a milk truck and sent the driver and 
his helper back to the bridge. The 
milk men and the six students whe 
were left at the scene succeeded in 
extricating Bowles from the wreck of 
the truck. Leonard then arrived and 
gave first-aid, reviving the young 
farmer. He took the boy to Sibley 
Hospital, where he died in the aftere 
noon.

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New Primate Sets Prece- 
dent; Sees Need of Au- 
thority in Church Itself. 


Canterbury, England, Dec, 4 (A-P.). 
In the ancient fane so closely inter- 
woven with great events of English 
history, in the presence of a vast con- 
gregation representing every aspect of 
national life, a new archbishop of Can- 
terbury, the ninety-seventh, was en- 
throned today as the established 
church’s primate of all England. He 
is Dr. Cosmo Gordon Lang, the former 
Archbishop of York. 

Perhaps never before had this cere- 
mony been performed under such un- 
usual and sad circumstances. The na- 
tion's sovereign lay grievously ill in 
London and within a few hours of the 
archbishop’s enthronement he was 
called by his sovereign to serve on a 
special commission to which he dele- 
gated his powers during the period of 
his illness and convalescence, 

The solemnity of the occasion was 
brought home to the congregation 
when the new primate asked prayers 
for the stricken ruler. 

For the most part there was but lit- 
tle deviation from old customs in the 
two-hour performance of the medieval 
ceremony. There were two concessions 
to modern needs—first, the whole 
service was conducted in English in- 
stead of partly in Latin as heretofore; 
second, the primate made an innova- 
tion by delivering an address at his 
enthronement. 


This innovation arose from the pres- 
ent difficulties in the English Church 
in connection with the issue over re- 
vision of the prayer book. The arch- 
bishop made an earnest appeal for 
moderation and unity in dealing with 
the great church conflict. 

The church, he declared, “is divided, 
cumbered with old controversies, 
broken into schisms. * * * The re- 
lations of the church and state can

not remain unchanged. * * * Some 
effective principle of authority within 
the church itself must be accepted.” 

But he continued in a more hopeful 
Strain, “Thank God a strong desire for 
unity is moving through the broken 
ranks.” 

The ceremony in the old cathedral 
presented one of the most picturesque 
settings possible to witness and was 
followed with closest interest by the 
congregation. Privy councilors 
there and ministers and diplomats. 
The United States was represented by 
Bishop Charles H. Brent, of the dio- 
cese of Western New York, and Presi- 
dent Remsen B. Ogilby, of Trinity Col- 
lege, Hartford, Conn.

He then said that the court had de- 
cided to sentence McDaniel to 15 years 
in prison. 


Faints at Sentence. 


As the judge pronounced sentence, 
McDaniel, who had been allowed to 
remain in his seat during the impo- 
sition, slumped over in his chair in 
a faint. 

McDaniel was revived by Sheriff 
Joseph Pyles and Lloyd L. Whipp. They 
carried him from the courtroom to the 
sheriff’s office. He was given restora- 
tives by Dr. C. E. Hawke. 

The defendant had taken the wit- 
ness stand in the morning in an ef- 
fort to clear himself of the charge. 
His testimony took up the _ entire 
morning session of the court. 

McDaniel denied he had robbed the 
bank and said he was with Mrs. Helen 
Kessler and her brother, L. J. Bennett, 
jr., at the time. Charles MacFarlane, 
the taxi driver who said he had driven 
the accused man from the taxi stand at 
Walter Reed Hospital to the bank on 
the day of the robbery and the previous 
day, said he hired the taxi Friday 
morning. 

Dr. Cecil H. Bagley, eye expert from 
th» Wilmer Clinic in Baltimore, put 
on the stand in rebuttal by State’s At- 
torney Robert B. Peter, jr., testified he 
had given eye tests to McDaniel and that 
he believed McDaniel had been faking in 
the tests. He said '“cDaniel could see in 
his opinion, about twelve times as far 
as he admitted with glasses and that 
his vision was nearly normal at 20 feet 
or more. 

At the end of the trial Defense At- 
torney David Hornstein declared that 
he and his colleague, Charles L. Walk- 
er, both of Washington, thoroughly ap- 
preciated the courtesy shown them by 
the court.

Executive, Pointing to Satisfactory Federal Finances, 
Warns Against Big Appropriations—Sees 
Era of Constructive Economy. 


The text of President Coolidge’s mes- 
Sage, submitted to Congress yesterday, 
follows: 

To the Congress of the United States: 

No Congress of the United States ever 
assembled, on surveying the state of 
the Union, has met with a more pleas- 
ing prospect than that which appears 
at the present time. In the domestic 
field there is tranquillity and content- 
ment, harmonious relations between 
management and wage earner. freedom 
from industrial strife and the highest 
record of years of prosperity. In the 
foreign field there is peace, the good 
will which comes from mutual under- 
standing, and the knowledge that the 
problems which a short time ago ap- 
peared so ominous are yielding to the 
touch of manifest friendship. The great 
wealth created by our enterprise and 
industry and saved by our economy has 
had the widest distribution among our 
Own people and has gone out in a 
steady stream to serve the charity and 
the business of the world. The require- 
ments of existence have passed beyond 
the standard of necessity into the re- 
gion of luxury. Enlarging production 
is consumed by an increasing demand 
at home and an expanding commerce 
abroad. The country can regard the 
present with satisfaction and anticl- 
pate the future with optimism. 

The main source of these unexampled 
blessings lies in the Integrity and char- 
acter of the American people. They 
have had great faith. which they have 
supplemented with mighty works. They 
have been able to put trust in each 
other and trust in their Government. 
Their candor in dealing with foreign 
governments has commanded respect 
and confidence. Yet these remarkable 
powers would have been exertd almost 
in vain without the constant coopera- 
tion and careful administration of the 
Federal Government. 


Rule of Peace Reigns. 


We have been coming into a period 
which may be fairly characterized as a 
conservation of our national resources. 
Wastefulness in public business and 
private enterprise has been displaced 
Dy constructive economy. This has 
been accomplished by bringing our do- 
mestic and foreign relations more and 
more under a reign of law. A rule of 
force has been giving way to a rule of 
reason. We have substituted for the 
vicious circle of increasing expenditures 
increasing tax rates and diminishing 
profits the charmed circle of diminish- 
ing expenditures. diminishing tax rates 
and increasing profits. 

Four times we have made a drastic 
revision of our internal revenue sys- 
tem, abolishing many taxes and sub- 
stantially reducing almost all others. 
Each time the resulting stimulation to 
business has so increased taxable in- 
comes and profits that a surplus has 
been produced. One-third of the na- 
tional debt has been paid, while much 
of the other two-thirds has been re- 


funded at lower rates, and these gav- |. 


ings of interest and constant economies 
have enabled us to repeat the satisfy- 
ing process of more tax reductions. 
Under this sound and healthful en- 
couragement the national income has 
increased nearly 50 per cent, until it 
is estimated to stand well over $90,- 
000,000,000. It has been a method 
which has performed the seeming 
miracle of leaving a much greater per- 
centage of earnings in the hands of 
the taxpayers with scarcely any dimi- 
nution of the Government revenue. 
That is constructive economy in the 
highest degree. It is the cornerstone 
of prosperity. It should not fail to be 
continued. 

This action began by the application 
of economy of public expenditure. If 
it is to be permanent it must be made 
so by the repeated application of econ- 
omy. There is no surplus on which to 
base further tax revision at this time. 
Last June the estimates showed a 
threatened deficit for the current fis- 
cal year of $94,000,000. Under my dl- 
rection the departments began saving 
all they could out of their present ap- 
propriations. The last tax reduction 
brought an encouraging improvement 
in business, beginning early in October, 
which will also increase our revenue. 
The combination of economy and good 
times now indicates a surplus of about 
$37,000.00% This is a margin of less 
than 1 per cent on our expenditures 
and makes it obvious that the Treasury 
is in no condition to undertake in- 
creases in expenditures to be made be- 
fore June 30, It is necessary, therefore, 
during the present session to refrain 
from new appropriations for immediate 
Outlay, or if such are absolutely re- 
quired to provide for them by new rev- 
enue; otherwise, we shall reach the end 
of the year with the unthinkable result 
of an unbalanced budget. For the first 
time during my term of office we face 
that contingency. I am certain that 
the Congress would not pass and I 
should not feel warranted in approving 
legislation which would involve us in 
that financial “‘isgrace. 


Finances Most Satisfactory. 


On the whole the finances of the 
Government are most satisfactory. 
Last year the national debt was re- 
duced about $906,000,000. The re- 
funding and retirement of the second 
and third Liberty loans have just been 
brought to a _ successful conclusion, 
which will save about $75,000,000 a 
year in interest. The unpaid balance 
has been arranged in maturities con- 
venient for carrying out our permanent 
debt-paying pfogram. 

The enormous savings made have 
not been at the expense of any legiti- 
mate public need. The Government 
plant has been kept up and many im- 
provements are under way, while its 
service is fully manned and the general 
efficiency of operation has increased. 
We have heen enabled to undertake

In 1928 we 
spent $50,000,000 in the adjustment of 
war claims and alien property. These 
are examples of a large list of items. 


Foreign Relations. 


When we turn from our domestic 
@ffairs to our foreign relations, we like- 
wise perceive peace and progress. The 
Sixth International Conference of 
American States was held in Havana 
Jast winter. It contributed to a bet- 
ter understanding and cooperation 
among the nations. Eleven important 
conventions were signed and 71 resolu- 
tions passed. Pursuant to the plan 
then adopted, this Government has in- 
vited the other 20 nations of this 
hemisphere to a conference on con- 
ciliation. and arbitration, which meets 


. Ym Washington on December 10. All 
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the nations have accepted, and the ex- 
pectation is justified that important 
progress will be made in methods for 
resolving international differences by 
means of arbitration.

lution lately broke out in Nicaragua, 
at the earnest and repeated entreaties 
of its government I dispatched our 
Marine forces there to protect the lives 
and interests of our citizens. To com- 
pose the contending parties, I sent 
there Col. Henry L. Stimson, former 
Secretary of War and now Governor 
General of the Philippine Islands, who 
secured an agreement that warfare 
should cease, a national election should 
be held and peace should be restored. 
Both parties conscientiously carried out 
this agreement, with the exception of a 
few bandits who later mostly sur- 
rendered or left the country. President 
Diaz appointed Brig. Gen. Frank R. 
McCoy, United States Army, president 
of the election board, which included 
also one member of each political party. 

A free and fair election has been held 
and has worked out so successfully that 
both parties have joined in requesting 
like cooperation from this country at 
the election four years hence, to which 
I have refrained from making any com- 
mitments, although our country must 
be gratified at such an exhibition of 
success and appreciation. Nicaragua is 
regaining its prosperity and has taken 
a long step in the direction of peaceful 
self-government. 


Tacna-Arica. 


The long-standing differences be- 
tween Chile and Peru have been suf- 
ficiently composed so that diplomatic 
relations have been resumed by the 
exchange of ambassadors.

The position of this Government rela- 
tive to the limitation of armaments, the 
results already secured and the devel- 
opments up to the present time are so 
well known to the Congress that they 
do not require any restatement. 


Veterans, 


The magnitude of our present system 
of veterans’ relief is without precedent, 
and the results have been far-reaching. 
For years a service pension has been 
granted to the Grand A. ny and lately 
to the survivors of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War. At the time we entered the 
World War, however, Congress departed 
from the usual pension system followed 
by our Government. Eleven years have 
elapsed since our laws were first enact- 
ed, initiating a system of compensation, 
rehabilitation, hospitalization and in- 
surance for the disabled of the World 
War and their dependents. The admin- 
istration of all the laws concerning re- 
lief has been a difficult task, but it 
ca. safely be stated that these measures 
have omitted nothing in their desire 
to deal generously and humanely. We 
should continue to foster this system 
and provide all the facilities necessary 
for adequate care, It is the conception 
of our Government that the pension 
roll is an honor roll. It should include 
all those who are justly entitled to its 
benefits, but exclude all others. 

Annual expenditures for all forms ot 
veterans’ relief now approximate $765,- 
000,000, and are increasing from year 
to year. It is doubtful if the peak of 
expenditures will be reached even under 
present legislation for some time yet to 
come, Further amendments to the ex- 
isting law will »be Ffuggested by the 
American Legion, the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars of the United States, the Dis- 
abled American Veterans of the World 
War and other like organizations, and 
it may be necessary for administrative 
purposes, or in order to remove some 
existing inequalities in the present law, 
to make further changes, I am sure 
that such recommendations as may be 
submitted to the Congress will receive 
careful consideration.

National Defense. 


The first duty of our Government to 
its own citizens and foreigners within 
its borders is the preservation of order. 
Unless and untill that duty is met, a 
government is not even eligible for 
recognition among the family of na- 
tions. The advancement of world civi- 
lization likewise. is dependent upon 
that order among the people of dif- 
ferent countries which we term peace. 
To insure our citizens against the in- 
fringement of their legal rights at home 
and abroad, to preserve order, liberty, 
and peace by making the law supreme, 
we have an Army and a Navy. 

Both of these are organized for de- 
fensive purposes. Our Army could not 
be much reduced, but does not need to 
be increased. Such new housing and 
repairs as are necessary are under way 


and the 5-year program in aviation is | 


being put into effect in both branches 
of our services. 

Our Navy, according to general ac- 
cepted standards, is deficient in crui- 
sers. We have 10 comparatively new 
vessels, 22 that are old, and 8 to be 
built. It is evident that renewals and 
replacements must be provided. This 
matter was throughly canvassed at the 
last session of the Congress and does 
no. need restatement. The bill before 
the Senate with the elimination of the 
time clause should be passed. We have 
no intention of competing with any 
other country. This building program 
is for necessary replacements and to 
meet our needs for defense. 

The cost of national defense is stu- 
pendous. It has increased $118,000,000 
in the past four years. The estimated 
expenditure for 1930 is $668,000,000. 
While this is made up of many items 
it is, after all, mostly dependent upon 
numbers. Our defensive needs do not 
call for any increase in the number of 
men in the Army or the Navy. We 
have reached the limit of what we 
ought to expend for that purpose. 


Not Militaristic or Imperialistic. 


I wish to repeat again for the benefit 
of the timid and the suspicious that 
this country is neither militaristic nor 
i perialistic., Many people &t home and 
abroad, who constantly make this 
charge, are the same ones who are even 
more solicitous to have us extend as- 
sistance to foreign countries.

The Department 
of Agriculture has been broadened and 
reorganized to insure greater efficiency. 
The department is laying greater stress 
on the economic and business phases 
of agriculture. It is lending every 
possible assistance to cooperative mar- 
keting associations. Regulatory and re- 


order that each field may be served 
more effectively. 

I can not too «trongly commend, in 
the field of fact finding, the research 
work of the Department of Agriculture 
and the State experiment stations. The 
department now receives annually 
$4,000,000 more for research than in 
1921. In addition, the funds paid to 
the States for experimentation purposes 
under the Purnell act constitute an 
annual increase in Federal payments to 
State agricultural experiment stations 
of $2,400,000 over the amount appropri- 
ated in 1921. The program of support 
for research may wisely be continued 
and expanded. Since 1921 we have ap- 
propriated nearly an additional $2,000,- 
000 for extension work, and this sum 
is to be increased next year under au- 
thorization by the Capper-Ketcham act, 


The Surplus Problem, 


While these developments in funda- 
mental research, regulation and dissem- 
iration of agricultural information are 
o distinct help to agriculture, addi- 
tional effort is meeded. The surplus 
problem demands attention. As empha- 
sized in my last message, the Govern- 
ment should assume no responsibility 
in normal times for crop surplus clearly 
due to overextended acreage. The Gov- 
ernment should, however, provide reli- 
able information as a guide to private 
effort; and in this connection funda- 
mental research on prospective supply 
and demand, as a guide to production 
and marketing, should  %e encouraged. 
Expenditure of public funds to bring 
in more new land should have most 
searching scrutiny, so long as our farm- 
ers face unsatisfactory prices for crops 
and live stock produced on land already 
under cultivation. 

Every proper effort should be made 
to put land to uses for which it is 
adapted. The reforestation of land best 
suited for timber production is progress- 
ing and should be encouraged, and to 
this end the forest taxation inquiry 
was instituted to afford a practical 
guide for public policy.

Commercial Aeronautics. 


Continued pr-gress in civil aviation 
is most gratifying. Demands for air- 
planes and mo’_: have taxed both the 
industry and the licensing and inspec- 
tion service of the Department of Com- 
merce to their capacity. While the 
compulsory licensing provisions of the 
air commerce act apply only to equip- 
ment and personnel engaged in inter- 
state and foreign commerce, a Federal 
license may be procured by any one 
possessing the necessary qualifications. 
State legislation, local airport regula- 
tions, and insurance requirements maxe 
such a license practically indispensable. 
This results in uniformity of regula- 
tion and increased safety in operation, 
which are essential to aeronautical de- 
velopment. Over 17,000 young men 
and women have now applied for Fed- 
eral air-pilot’s licenses or permits. 
More than 80 per cent of them applied 
during the past year. 

Our national airway system exceeds 
14,000 miles in length and has 7,500 
miles lighted for night operations, Pro- 
vision has been made for lighting 4,000 
miles more during the current fiscal 
year and equipping an equal mileage 
with radio facilities. Three-quarters 
of our people are now served by these 
routes. With the rapid growth of air 
mail, express and passenger service, this 
new transportation medium is daily be- 
coming a more important factor in 
commerce. It is noteworthy that this 
development has taken place without 
governmental subsidies. Commercial 
passenger flights operating on schedule 
have reached 13,000 miles per day. 

During the next fortnight this Na- 
tion will entertain the nations of the 
world in a celebration of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the first success- 
ful airplane flight. The credit for this 
epoch-making achievement belongs to 
a citizen of our own country, Orville 
Wright. 

Cuban Parcel Post.

BLOC HALTS FARM AID

The farm bloc in the House is dead 
set against farm legislation at the short 


session, and it will be many months 
before it can be determined just what 
kind of tariff “protectionists” the Dem- 
ocrats are, it developed as Congress gets 
down to work. 

Republicans and Democrats of the 
House ways and means committee met 
yesterday and set definite dates for 
hearings on the manifold items of the 
tariff, to begin January 7 and extend 
through February 25. 

In all there will be 31 hearings, then 
the committee hopes to meet after the 
Session and have a tariff bill all ready 
by the middle of April or first of May 
at the latest, if it is President-elect 
Hoover’s desire that an extra session be 
called at that time. 

Chairman Hawley, of the committee, 
thinks the House should be able to 
dispose of the measure in ten days or 
two weeks, after which the Senate 
could try its hand. To this speed and 
efficiency, Senator David A. Reed, of 
Pennsylvania, added the suggestion, 
which he intends to press, that the 
Senate finance committee also meet 
ahead of the extra session, take the 
bill direct from the House committee, 
hold its hearings, make its changes on 
the assumption that the House will 
pass the bill substantially as it comes 
from its committee. Then when the 
extra session convenes all either House 
will have to do is pass the bill, 


wratkzements Made Rapidly. 


£&. rapidly do the arrangements call 
for ee passage of the Dill, in fact, 
tha& there would be a suggestion of 
its disposition almost before the 
President-elect had gotten back from 
his South American trip, were it not 
for the fact that Reed does not want 
the extra or ratifying session to be 
held before fall, just ahead of the 
next regular session. 

The Democrats sat with their Re- 
publican colleagues of the House ways 
and means committee yesterday, and 
agreed with everything the Republicans 
said and did, but for the life of them 
the Republicans can not make out 
whether the Democrats are now pro- 
tectionists, as they know the meaning 
of the word, or not. 

Representative John A. Garner, of 
Texas, ranking minority member of 
the committee, says emphatically that 
the Democrats are protectionists and 
that all you have to do is to read the 
Houston platform to realize it. 

The Democrats are protectionists be- 
cause they velieve in “protecting the 
American working man,” he explains. 
Now as to what the Republicans mean 
by the word, well that is another thing. 

The upshot of it all seems to be 
that there has been a lot of play on 
the term “protective theory,” which 
Mr. Garner insists was accepted by the 
Democrats at Houston and reaffirmed 
by Gov. Smith at Louisville. 

The Houston pronouncement was 
generally interpreted as being the 
“competitive” theory and Gov. Smith 
was understood at Louisville as going 
a step farther to the “protective” 
theory. But Mr. Garner says the Demo- 
crats are out to protect the working- 
man and that makes them protection- 
ists. 

Program of Democrats. 


Thus the Democratic program ap- 
pears to be formulating this year on 
individual rates in the tariff bill, rather 
than any such general classification as 
“low tariff protectionist,” or “competi- 
tive theorist.” 

The Republicans will have a harder 
time naming the Democrats in future 
campaigns. The Democrats are going 
right along with the Republicans 
through the hearings, and at the con- 
clusion they will submit certain sched- 
ules against those prepared by the Re- 
publicans, some higher and some lower. 

The Republicans will henceforth 
have to fight them on this schedule 
and that while the Democrats will 
come back in the same way. 


This much of Gov. Smith’s political | 


strategy has been accepted at least. 
It is his method of getting the tariff 
weapon which the Republicans have 
always used so effectively against the 
Democrats out of the way. 

Senator McNary, of Oregon, intro- 
duced his new farm relief bill which 
he wants passed at this session. It is 
the old McNary-Haugen bill dressed up, 
or rather dressed down, in that it is 
without the equalization fee. It is not 
unlikely that sentiment in the Senate 
may crystallize to pass the measure at 
this session.

Wagc« Earner. 


In its economic life our country has 
rejected the long accepted law of a 
limitation of the wa.ze fund, which led 
to pessimism and despair because tit 
was the doctrine of perpetual poverty, 
and has substituted for it the American 
conception that the only lIimit to 
profits and wages is production, which 
is the doctrine of optimism and hope 
because it leads to prosperity. Here 
and there the councils of labor are still 
darkened by the theory that only by 
limiting individual production can 
there be any assurance of permanent 
employment for increasing numbers, 
but in general, management and wage 
earner alike have become emancipated 
from this doom and have entered a 
new era in industrial thought which 
has unleashed the productive capacity 
of the individual worker with an in- 
creating scale of wages and profits, 
the end of which is nct yet. The ap- 
plication of this theory accounts for 
our widening distribution of wealth. 
No discovery ever did more to increase 
the happiness and prosperity of the 
people, 

Since 1922, increasing production has 
increased wages in general 12.9 per cent, 
while in certain selected trades they 
have run as high as 34.9 per cent and 
38 per cent. Even in the boot and shoe 
shops the increase is over 5 per cent 
and in woolen mills 84 per cent, 
although these industries have not 
prospered like others. As the rise in 
living costs in this period is negligible, 
these figures represent real wage in- 
creases. 

The cause of constructive economy 
requires that the Government should 
ecoperate with private interests to elimi- 
nate the waste arising from industrial 
accidents. This item, with all that has 
been done to reduce it, still reaches 
enormous proportions with great suffer- 
ing to the workman and great loss to 
the country. 


Women and Children. 


The Federal Government should con- 
tinue its solicitous care for the 8,500,- 
000 women wage earners and its efforts 
in behalf of public health, which {is 
reducing infant mortality and improv- 
ing the bodily and mental condition 
‘of our citizens. 


Civil Service. 


The most marked change made in the 
civil service of the Government in the 
past eight years relates to the increase 
iin salaries. The Board of Actuaries on 
ithe retirement act shows by its report 
'that-July 1, 1921, the average salary of 
ithe 330,047 employes subject to the 
act was $1,307, while on June 30, 1927, 
the average salary of the corresponding 
405,263 was $1,969. This was an in- 
crease in six years of nearly 53 per cent.

They have demonstrated their ability 
to partake of the advantages of our in- 
stitutions and to benefit by a free and 
more and more independent existence. 
Whatever doubt there may have been of 
their capacity to assume the status 
granted to them by the Constitution of 
this Union is belng rapidly dissipated. 
Their cooperation in the life of the Na- 
tion Is constantly enlarging. 

Exploiting the negro problem for po- 
litical ends is being abandoned and 
their protection is being increased by 
those States in which their percentage 
of population Is largest. Every encour- 
agement should be extended for the de- 
velopmeny of the race, The colored 
people have been the victims of the crime 
of lynching, which has in late years 
somewhat decreased. Some parts of the 
South already have wholesome laws for 
its restraint and punishment. Their 
example might well be followed by 
other States, and by such immediate 
remedial legislation as the Federal Gov- 
ernment can extend under the Consti- 
tution. 


Philippine Islands. 


Under the guidance of Gov. Gen. 
Stimson the economic and political 
conditions of the Philippine Islands 
have been raised to a standard never 
before surpassed. The cooperation be- 
tween his administratliion and the 
people of the tslands is complete and 
harmonious. It would be an advantage 
if rellef from double taxation could be 
granted by the Congress to our citizens 
doing business in the islands. 


Porto Rico. 


Due to the terrific storm that swept 
Porto Rico last September, the people 
of that island suffered large losses. The 
Red Cross and the War Department 
went to their rescue. The property loss 
is being retrieved. Sugar, tobacco, cit- 
rus fruit and coffee all suffered dam- 
age. The first three can largely: look 
after themselves. ‘he coffee growers 
will need some assistance, which sho Id 
be extended strict'y on a business basis, 
and only after most careful investiga- 
tion. The people of Porto Rico are not 
asking for charity 


Department of Justice, 


It is desirable that all the legal ac- 
ivities of the Government be consoil- 
dated under the supervision of the At- 
torney General. In 1870 it was felt 
necessary to create the Department cf 
Justice for this purpose. During the 
intervening period, either through 
legislation creating law officers or de- 
partmental action, additional legal 
positions not under the supervision of 
the Attorney General have been pro- 
| vided until ther: are now over 909. 
Such a condition ts as harmful to the 
interest of the Government now as it 
was in 1870, and should be corrected 
by appropriate legislation. 


Special Government Counsel. 


In order to prosecute the oll cases, I 
|suggested and the Congress enacted a 
jlaw providing for the appointment of 
| two special counsel. They have pur- 
| sued their work with signal ability, re- 
‘covering all the leased lands besides 
“nearly $30,000,000 tn money, and nearly

Prohibition. 


The country has duly adopted the 
eighteenth amendment. Those who 
object to it have the right to advocate 
its modification or repeal. Meantime, 
it is binding upon the National and 
State Governments and all our inhabli- 
tants. The Federal enforcement bureau 
is making every effort to prevent viola- 
tions, especially through smuggling, 
manufacture and transportation, and to 
prosecute generally al) violations for 
which it can secure evidence. It is 
bound to continue this policy. Under 
the terms of the Constitution, however, 
the obligation is equally on the c.ates 
to exercise the power which they have 
through the executive, legislative, ju- 
dicial and police branches of their ,ov- 
ernments in behalf of enforcement. The 
Federal Government is doing and wiil 
continue to do all it can in this direc- 
tion and is entitled to the active co- 
operation of the States 


Conclusion. 


The country is in the midst of an era 
of prosperity more extensive and of 
peace more permanent than it has ever 
before experienced. But, having reached 


this position, we should not fail to 
comprehend that it can easily be lost. 
It needs more effort for its support 
than the less exalted places of the 
world. We shall not be permitted to 
take our ease, but. shall continue to be 
required to spend out days in unremit- 
ting toil. The actions of the Govern- 
ment must command the confidence of 
the country. Without this, our pros- 
perity would be lost. We must extend 
to other countries the largest measure 
of generosity, moderation, and patience. 
In addition to dealing justly, we can 
well afford to walk humbly. 

The end of Government is to keep 
open the opportunity for a more abun- 
dant life. Peace and prosperity are 
not finalities; they are only methods. 
It is too easy under thelr influence for 
a nation to become selfish and de- 
generate. This test has come to the 
United States. Our country has been 
provided with the resources with which 
it can enlarge its intellectual, moral, 
and spiritual life. The issue is in the 
hands of the people. Our faith in 
man and God is the justification for 
the bellef in our continuing success.

President Coolidge sends a matter-of- 
fact annual message to Congress. If he 
has any message of a farewell nature it 
is to come later. 

Mr. Coolidge makes the significant 
statement that he will not approve legis- 
lation that involves the creation of a 
deficit. This position is not idly taken. 
It is sufficient to make Congress pause 
before it enters into new and costly ob- 
ligations. The budget estimates cover all 
usual and necessary items, including pro- 
vision for reasonable expansion of Gov- 
ernment activities. The President there- 
fore rules out extraordinary river and 
harbor appropriations, and he reminds 
Congress that if a bill is to be passed for 
financing farm surpluses it should in- 
élude authority for raising the money,

Provision for the initial outlay upon 
the proposed fifteen new naval vessels is 
included in the budget. Mr. Coolidge 
asks Congress to provide these vessels, 
dfter climinating the time clause of the 
pending bill. The new vessels are needed 
for replacements and to meet defense re- 
quirements. ‘We have no intention of 
competing with any other country,” re- 
marks the President. He points out that 
tefusal to support and protect American 
interests abroad would be in derogation 
of national sovereignty. 

The reference to the Kellogg treaty in 
Mr. Coolidge’s message is brief, but ex- 
tremely emphatic. It is “the most 
solemn declaration against war, the most 
positive adherence to peace, that it is 
possible for sovereign nations to make.” 
But it does not supersede the duty of 
National defense, or commit Congress to 
any mode of action in case the treaty 
should be broken. 

* No comfort is given by Mr. Coolidge to 
those who would involve the Government 
in electric power enterprises at Boulder 
Dam or Muscle Shoals. That he would 
veto bills putting the Government into 
business is a foregone conclusion. 

The encouragement of aeronautics and 
the building of an inter-American high- 
way, the extension of the air mail serv- 
ice, and the consolidation of railroads 
are all progressive steps favored by 
President Coolidge. He also advocates 
increased effort in the expansion of for- 
eign commerce and cooperation with do- 
mestic industry in the elimination of 
waste, avoidance of industrial accidents, 
and promotion of the welfare of women 
workers. | 

- The suggestions thrown out by Presi- 
dent Coolidge in these and other matters 
afford an excellent program of work for 
the present session of Congress.

INDEPENDENT LAW OFFICES. 

‘The Department of Justice was created for 
the purpose, in part, of unifying the legal 
services of the Government. But it seems 
that Congress forgot the Department of Jus- 
tice after having created it, and went right 
on bringing new and independent law offices 
into being whenever it appeared necessary. 
Now Attorney General Sargent points out in 
report that conditions ‘akin to 
those which existed prior to 1870” again in- 
teyfere with orderly administration of justice. 

““During the nearly 60 years that have 
elapsed since the establishment of the De- 
partment of Justice,” the Attorney General 
writes, ‘considerable legislation has been en- 
aéted either directly creating law officers or 
under authority of which legal positions have 
sprung up here and there, the incumbents of 
which are not in specific terms made subject 
to; the supervision of the chief law officer of 
tif Government.

THE EXTRAVAGANT STATES. 

The trend in development of State govern- 
ments in this country is clearly indicated in 
the recent report of the Department of Com- 
merce, which analyzes revenue and disburse- 
ments for the last fiscal year. ‘Total expendi- 
tures of the State governments in 1927 
amounted to $1,726,898,016. “This represents 
approximately 14 per cent of the total ex- 
penses of all governmental units in the United 
States, and shows a sharp increase over expen- 
ditures of previous years. In 1926 the States 
spent $1,614,537,954, and in 1917 only $517,- 
503,220. Expenditures are more than three 
times as great as they were ten years ago. 

Revenues from the 48 States total $31,392,- 
345 more than the expenditures for all the 
States. License fees and the general prop- 
erty tax were the chief sources of revenue. 
The net indebtedness of all the States con- 
tinued to increase, and in 1927 stood at $1,- 
444,927,194,-or $12.32 per capita. This is an 
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increase of nearly 300 per cent during the 
past ten years. Twenty-four States decreased 


their indebtedness, but the other half of the 


Union borrowed enough to make the increase 
for all $104,957,495. 

Of all the money spent by State depart- 
ments during the year, 64.9 per cent went for 
operation and maintenance of general depart- 
ments, including education, charities, hospi- 
tals, corrections, maintenance of highways, 
géneral government, public protection, de- 
velopment of natural resources, &c.; 30 per 
cent went for permanent improvements, which 
are mostly highways; 4.6 per cent for inter- 
est on State debts, and 0.5 per cent for opera- 
tion of public service enterprises. 

These figures show an enormous increase in 
the business activities of the States during the 
past ten years. Huge sums are going into edu- 
cation, building of highways, operation of 
hospitals and homes for the infirm, conserva- 
tion and development of resources. All these 
are problems of business which need the keen 
executive ability of business men. State ac- 
tivities have undergone rapid and sweeping 
changes during recent years and correspond- 
ing changes in methods and policies are need- 
ed to insure efficiency. 

The fact that State debts are increasing at 
an alarming rate is sufficient to indicate that 
more adequate business administration should 
be provided. The States can not increase their 
revenue indefinitely, and officials should real- 
ize that as revenue increases in the future de- 
the State governments will in-

RECKLESS TRUCK DRIVING. 

In fining a truck driver for exceeding the 
speed limit, Judge John P. McMahon, sitting 
in Traffic Court, announced his intention 
rigidly enforcing the truck speed laws. “Driv- 
ing an automobile is a serious business these 
days,”’ said the judge, ‘‘and those who drive 
trucks with solid or pneumatic tires must 
realize that the speed limit for their vehicles 
is 15 or 18 miles an hour, respectively.’’ Own- 
ers and operators of trucks should heed Judge 
MecMahon’s warning, so as to make a police 
drive for the enforcement of truck speed laws 
unnecessary. 

Trucks contribute a considerable share to 
traffic congestion. Their size makes them a 
traffic problem. They are not as easily ma- 
neuverable as pleasure cars. A truck proceed- 
ing at 15 or 18 miles an hour is potentially as 
dangerous as a pleasure car running at much 
greater speed. :

Streets designed for use by 
pleasure vehicles exclusively could be con- 
structed of.lighter material at considerable 
saving of expense, It is not practicable to bar 
trucks from streets, however, nor would it be 
fair to business and industry, and the only 
alternative is to limit their speed so that their 
impact upon paving will be as light as possible. 

Many Washington truck drivers are con- 
temptuous to the law. It is high time that 
steps were taken to curb their reckless and 
destructive speed. .

Reform Legal Procedure. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
demand for a reform in our criminal 
code is rapidly growing throughout the 
country. The newspapers, civic or- 
ganizations and church pastors are 
voicing this demand. It is not the 
code in the States alone which need 
overhauling, but also that of the gen- 
eral government. There are too many 
loose ends in court procedure, too 
many openings for astute lawyers to 
gain their ends by postponements, mo- 
tions for delays and finally appeals. 
Trials are permitted to drag along for 
days and weeks, when the ends of jus- 
tice demand prompt action. It will 
not be possible at the present short 
session of Congress for that body to 
take final action on the matter, but it 
can provide for the appointment of a 
commission to devise a new code and 
report to the next Congress. I have 
seen it stated that the present Dis- 
trict code contains many laws that are 
and have long been obsolete so far as 
practical workings are concerned. 

It is common for people and papers 
to speak about the present ‘“‘wave of 


crime.” It is not a wave, it is a deluge. 
Steps must be taken, and that speed- 
ily, to stay the deluge or the country 
will be swamped. This matter of re- 
forming court procedure has been de- 
layed too long. Let us have action.

IS CHOCOLATE CANDY? 


It is an important and interesting 
decision that a Federal judge in Phila- 
delphia has made that chocolate 1s 
candy. This is one of those matters 
that most people, careless of fine dis- 
tinctions, would be likely to take for 
granted, but it seems that contrary 
opinions, prevailed in some quarters. 
One might contend, and not without 
tL2 support of logic, that chocolate is 
food, says the Providence Journal. 


The Judicial opinion now given was | 


evoked by commercial insistence upon 
this latter interpretation. It was a 
Federal tax case, in which four big 
chocolate manufacturers claimed a re- 
fund of excise taxes amounting to 
about $4,500,000. So it may be seen 
that this was considerably more than 
& mere controversial question of aca- 
demic definition. The manufacturers 
paid the tax on their product on the 
theory that it is candy, and their suit 
to recover was based on the claim that 
sweet chocolate is an article of food. 
Most of us will probably agree with 
the judge who 1s of the opinion that it 
iscandy. At least it is a very good sub- 
stitute for candy, but perhaps that 
does not prove that it is candy, for 
there are dietary theorists who main- 
tain that raw turnips are a very good 
substitute for candy. Of course, the 
Philadelphia ruling may be upset by 
higher judicial authority, for it may be 
imagined that people who have a total, 
including interest, of about $6,000,000 


at stake, will push such a case as far as 
its legs will carry it. Meanwhile, all of 
us who eat chocolate can afford to re- 
main neutral on the question of defini- 
tion. We may be thoroughly convinced 
the chocolate is candy, but if we had 
$6,000,00 hanging on the definition we 
would certainly be prepared to take 
oath that chocolate is food, wholly food 
and notHing but food. .

EXTRADITION DENIED 
IN BLACKMER CASE 


Hinting Oil Man Is Political 
' Refugee, French Court 
Will Not Yield Him. 


U. S. MAY DROP ACTION 


Paris, Dec. 4 (A.P.) —Implying that 
Henry M. Blackmer was a political refu- 
gee, although not expressing that 
opinion officially, the French extradi- 
tion court today refused to hand the 
Denver oil man over to authorities of 
the United States. His extradition had 
been requested on the basis of a Fed- 
eral indictment charging him with per- 
jury growing out of alleged false in- 
come tax returns. 

The official reasons which released 
from French surveillance the principal 


figure in the famous Continental Trad- 
ing Co., of the Washington oil cases, 
were: 

That a false declaration of income 
tax is not a crime in France, but is a 
misdemeanor punishable only by a fine. 

That the Franco-American extradi- 
tion treaty, in so far as it relates to 
false swearing, covers only perjury in 
court. 

That a false declaration being only 
& misdemeanor in France is outlawed 
by a three-year statute of limitations. 

Mr. Blackmer was officially released 
from all police supervision here and 
novw enjoys the same status as an ordi- 
nary American tourist resident in 
France. He may remain in this coun- 
try as long as he chooses, and on that 
basis, unless the case is reopened on 
some other charge. 

It was understood here semiofficially, 
however, that if these extradition pro- 
ceedings failed the American Govern- 
ment had decided not to press the 
case further. 

The court’s decision is final. It will 
be officially trahsmitted to the Amer- 
ican Embassy through the ministry 
of foreign affairs within a day or two. 


New York, Fund Used, 
Closes Night Schools 


New York, Dec. 4 (A.P.).—All public 
night schools in New York City were 
ordered closed today, until January 2, 
by Superintendent of Schools William 
J.. O’Shea. Twenty-five thousand stu- 
dents and 700 teachers will be affected. 

At Dr. O’Shea’s office it was said 
the order was caused by shortage of 
funds. At the office of Morris Segal, 
superintendent of night schools, it was 
said the schools often are closed before 
Christmas because of slim attendance.

Pittsburgh, Pa., Dec. 4 (A.P.).—The 
sixty-fifth annual conference of the 
National Reform Association closed to- 
day with passage of resolutions favor- 
ing strict enforcement of Sunday laws, 
enactment by Congress of a Sunday law 
for the District of Columbia, more ef- 


fective enforcement of prohibition and 
legislation to secure daily use of the 
Bible in the public schools. 

A resolution on “city corruption” 
favored giving the governor of each 
State “power to summarily remove de- 
linqyent mayors and city police offi- 
cials,”” and contended the governors 
“should be held responsible for the ef- 
fectual use of that power.” 

The conference went on record as 
opposing “all expansion of our military 
establishment or increase of our arma- 
ment” and said “we believe the United 
States should take the initiative in sug- 
gesting such changes in the constitu- 
tion of the League of Nations as would 
make it acceptable to the American 
people.” The conference was in session 
three days.

It was during Elliott’s administration 
that Gilchrist was arrested, convicted 
and sent to prison. 

Both Gilchrist and Toomey had been 
questioned by the grand jury before 
they were placed on the stand in open 
court. During the hearing the grand 
jury made a presentment to Judge 
Lewis in which it declared that large 
gambling establishments had openly 
operated for years “with the connivance 
of the police” and that men in public 
life and police officials had “partici- 
pated in the loot.” - 

In directing the grand jury to con- 
tinue its inquiry into gambling, Judge 
Lewis asked the investigators to try to 
ascertain how many of these gambling 
houses had been operating with police 
protection “during this year, who had 
given the police protection and who had

Aeronautical Chamber Urges 
Commerce Department to 
Adopt Rigid Code. 


PERIL IN BARNSTORMERS 


Chicago, Dec. 4 (A.P.).—The ‘“barn- 
stormer’s” flying school was scored to- 
day as a menace to aviation by the 
Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce, 
and steps were taken to establish a 
code for the guidance of “accredited” 
schools. 

Twenty flying school operators, here 
for the international aeronautical ex- 
position agreed that too many youths 


who want to fiy have been misled by 
the overoptimistic claims of incompe- 
tent schools. 

They formed a permanent committee 
on fiying schools to work.out a code 
upon which schools might, after March 
1, be “accredited” by the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce, and adopted 
resolutions seeking an immediate tight- 
ening up of requirements for all avia- 
tion schools. 

It was recommended that the De- 
partment of Commerce change its pres- 
ent regulations governing requirements 
for a limited commercial pilot’s license 
so that the flying student will obtain 
more instruction in the air under a 
competent pilot. The resolution adopt- 
ed today would make the minimum re- 
quirement for a student seeking a li- 
cense 50 hours in the air, with 25 of . 
those hours to be with an instructor’ 
and 25 hours in solo flight. The pres- 
ent requirement is ten hours dual in- 
struction and 50 fours solo. 

Outlining a code for “accredited” 
schools, the group adopted resolutions 
that the minimum recognized flying 
course should at least lead to a private 
pilot’s course with ten hours of solo 
fiying; that all instructors should be 
licensed transport pilots; that planes 
used should be licensed by the De- 
partment of Commerce; that adequate 
landing fields where instruction can 
be carried on with safety should be 
provided, and that a thorough ground 
school course, such as is required for 
transport pilots, be made compulsory 
for all. 

Phil Love, St. Louis, nationally 
known pilot, was chosen as head of 
the permanent committee on fiying 
achools.

However, Mr. Whitehead passed, as he 
wad shown the full strength of nis 
hand by his initial bid. Mr. Tobin also 
was forced to pass, although, holding 
but two cards of his partner's suit, he 
would have denied her suit had he been 
able to do so. The weakness of his Dia- 
mond suit made a take-out bid impos- 
sible. Mr. Work also passed. Therefore 
Mrs. Coffin became the Declarer, with 
her contract one Heart. 

»Mr. Whitehead led out his King of 
Clubs, the correct lead from a King- 
Queen suit against a suit deciaration 
and Mr. Tobin spread his hand for 
Dummy. From it Mrs. Coffin played the 
2 of Clubs, Mr. Work played the 7, and 
Declarer won the trick with the Ace. 

Pausing a moment to plan the play of 
her hand, Mrs. Coffin could see an easy 
Little Slam, obtainable by ruffing her 
two small Spades in Dummy, after tak- 
ing her Ace and King, unless one of the 
adversaries held only one Spade. These 
four tricks, her six solid trump tricks, 
Dummy’s Ace of Diamonds and her own

Coffin overtook the Jack with the 
Queen; and Mr. Whitehead played the 
2. Mrs. Coffin then led five straight 
Heart tricks, with the purpose of forc- 
ing embarrassing discards from Mr. 
Whitehead. 

Thus at the beginning of the eleventh 
trick, Declarer, East, was left with the 
good 9 of Spades; the 10 of Diamonds; 
and the Jack of Clubs. Mr. White- 
head, South, had been farced to discard 
down to his King, Queen of Diamonds 
and the good Queen of Clubs. Dummy 
retained the Ace, Jack of Diamonds and 
the 5 of Clubs. Mr. Work held the 7 
of Spades and the 8, 7 of Diamonds. 


Declarer then led her good 9 of 
Spades, which put Mr. Whitehead into 
difficulty. He was fairly certain that 
the Declarer had the Jack of Clubs, 
Since his partner had played the low- 
est of at least three Clubs on the first 
trick, and had since discarded the 8 
spot. Therefore, if he discarded his 
Queen of Clubs, he doubtless would 
present the Closed Hand with a trick. 
On the other hand, if he discarded a 
Diamond, Dummy’s Ace and Jack of 
Diamonds would take the last two 
tricks. His only chance was the faint 
hope that his partner, Mr. Work, might 
hold the Jack of Clubs. Therefore Mr. 
Whitehead discarded the Queen of 
Clubs. Dummy discarded the 5 of 
Clubs; and Mr. Work played the 7 of 
Spades.

Mrs. Coffin then led the Jack of 
Clubs, dashing Mr. Whitehead’s hopes 
of breaking her Grand Slam. He was 
forced to discard his Queen of Dia- 
monds; Dummy discarded the Jack of 
Diamonds, and Mr. Work the 7. 

Declarer then led her 10 of Diamonds. 
winning this last trick with Dummy’s 
Ace, and achieving a Grand Slam, with 
its bonus of 100 points. She also scored 
90 for honors—four in her hand and 
fifth in partner’s—and 63 for tricks. 

After the play of the hand at Auction 
Bridge was concluded, Mr. Work devoted 
the rest of the broadcasting period toa 
discusison of its bidding at Contract. He 
considered it a moderately close ques- 
tion as to whether South, the Dealer, 
‘Should bid one Club or pass. 

Quoting Mr. Work’s own words: “Un- 
questionably more caution should be 
exercised in bidding four-card suits in 
Contract than in Auction; but the South 
hand has what I might call a ‘likely 
look.’ King-Queen-Ten, even ac the head 
of four, is a worth-while combination; 
and with a King-Queen-Nine in one 
side suit, and Queen-Ten with one small 
in another, 1 believe the hand is too 
strong to pass even at Contract 1 would 
favor bidding one Club; but I would not 
criticize a pass. 


“West and North would pass regard- 
less of whether South bids vor passes; 
and East under either condition woulda 
bid four Hearts. East would count upon 
six tricks in the Heart suit, the Ace and 
King of Spades, and the ..ce of Clubs— 
nine tricks; she also as a fair chance 
of making anot] er Spade. It takes mucho 
less in the West hand to insure the ex- 
tra trick than would justify West in 
jumping to four if East pid only three 

Hearts. For example, a Jack and Ten of 
Spades in the West hand would insure 
three Spade tricks and game; therefore 
the soundness of the four-Heart bid 
can not be questioned.

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Coast’s Football Success 
Due to Climate, Says Warner 


By F. G. VOSBURGH 
(Associated Press Sports Writer). 


EW YORK, Dec. 4 (A.P.).—When 
talking about his great Stanford 
football eleven which over- 

whelmed the Army, its veteran coach. 
Glenn Warner, gives as much credit 
to the California climate as to the 
amazing assortment of trick plays 
which dazzled the thousands at the 
Yankee Stadium, including the Cadets. 

“Yes,”” said the kindly and contem- 
plative “Pop,” “there are some big, 
Strong boys out there. The material 
is good and it’s well distributed among 
the leading schools. But except for 
Artman, the 232-pound tackle, and 
Fleishhacker, the 220-pound quarter 
back. we did not outweigh the Army 
much if any. Those two men, inci- 
dentally, would be better football 
players if they lost some of that weight. 

“I do think, though, that the 

Far West has an advantage in ma- 
turity that is probably due to cli- 
matic conditions. I have an idea 
a boy of 20 from out there is as 
mature as a boy of 21 here in the 
East. 


“Another thing is that while not all 
of our players are descended from men 
who settled in the West, quite a few 
of them are and they have the same 
fighting, adventurous spirit. 

“My Carlisle Indian teams used to 
have that quality and theyfoved the 
opportunity to play against white boys. 
They felt that on the gridiron they 
had a fair chance that they never had 
in battle with the whites. Then, too, 
the Indians nad taken a lot of hard 
knocks all their lives, and when they 


got on a football team they knew how 
to handle themselves.” 

Even in the development of the open 
game, the vivid series of thrusts and 
jabs so well exemplified by the Stan- 
ford Team, the climate of California 
has played a big part, thinks Warner. 
At the same time the East had been 
handicapped by rain and muddy fields. 

“When I was coaching at Pittsburgh,” 
he said, “I knew what it was to work 
up a lot of tricky plays with the ball 
sometimes going through three or four 
pairs of hands behind the line, only to 
strike a rainy day and a drenched field 
and not be able to use them at all. 

“That probably has something to do 
with the fact that the East has re- 
mained somewhat conservative in its 
football and is still leaning pretty 
heavily on the old variety.

fast fields of the far West, is the 

sort that gains ground steadily and 
consistently by a series of varied 
and -tricky thrusts, That type of 
play wears down your opponent 
and is pretty likely to have a de- 
moralizing effect.

a Y.U. Captain 
Rated Find 


as Boxer 


‘Arm Injury in Car- 
negie Game May Pre- 
vent Pro Career. 


6 Ft. 4 In. 210-Pounder 
Has String of K. O.’s 
to Credit.

EW YORK, Dec. 4 (A.P.).—Now 

that the football season is over, 

fight fans find in the wreckage 
of a trying season one of the bright- 
est ring prospects of a decade. 

His name is Al Lassman, giant cap- 
tain of the New York University 
Eleven, and a tackle with few peers 
in any section of the country. 

Until the violent Viclets met Car- 
negie Tech in Pittsburgh, Lassman was 
the toast and prize of every important 
fight manager in the East. Now it is 
improbable that he will ever pull cn 
@ glove in -professional competition. 

Late in the fourth quarter of that 
contest, after playing the game of his 
career, Lassman was so badly injured 
about the head that he lay uncon- 
scious in a Pittsburgh hospital for 
Over two days. 


Although physicians reported 
no fracture of the skull or neck 
injury, the big fellow was under- 
stood to have suffered a_ partial 
paralysis of the left arm from 
the terrific shock and concussion. 


The wise men of the racket con- 
gidered Lassman the find of the sea- 
gon. Six feet four inches tall, 210 
pounds of the heft and speed of a 
natural athlete—the type that can do 
anything on any sports field—the 
brawny Lettish youngster from Cam- 
bridge, Mass., was looked upon as a 
certain heavyweight title contender In 
the making. He was fast and loved to 
fight. 

Moreover, boxing was his game, foot- 
ball a side line. In 1926 Lassman fought 
as a member of the New York Uni- 
versity Boxing Team and knocked out 
every man who faced him. The next 
year his “buddy” and tackle mate on 
the eleven, Galahad Grant, won the 
crown when Lassman, still recovering 
from a broken leg suffered against Col- 
gate, was unable to defend the inter- 
collegiate championship. He planned 
to turn professional next spring after 
graduating from New York University. 

Lassman, now apparently out of the 
boxing game forever, started along the 
fistic trail in a strange manner. 

As a student at Cushing Academy in 
Massachusetts, he boxed a great deal 
with other youngsters. The urge caught 
him to find out how good he was. 


So with only the assistance of a 
pint-sized, red-headed room-mate 
—and an excuse from the headmas- 
ter to go home and visit his sick 
mother—Lassman stole away to 
Boston and entered the amateur 
championships. 


That night produced some of the 
sirangest of fistic sights and plenty of 
sensations. With only the roommate 
as a second, a big bottle of water for 
stimulant and nothing in the way of 
counsel, Lassman knocked out the first 
few men to face him and then lost a 
decision in one of the final bouts to a 
cagey veteran amateur who danced 
about until the big, gangling young- 
ster tired himself out. Lassman was 
on the floor three times, but he kept 
getting up until the final bell rang. 

Later, in the dressing room, the red- 
headed roommate nursed Lassman’s 
hurts, fussed about him tenderly, and 
sputtered congratulations at the splen- 
did showing of the green youth. Lass- 
man was inconsolable. 

“Look at that eye,” he mourned, 
covering a swelling optic that was rap- 
idly turning blue. “Just look at it. 
How the dickens will I ever explain to 
the principal how I got that visiting 
my sick mother?”

He said ministers had as much right 
to discuss moral issues of a political 
campaign as college professors, candi- 
dates or managers. 

Pickett declared that in his opinion

message from America to Europe that 
prohibition succeeds, that it is a per- 
manent policy, that it is indeed the 
greatest of all influences in the world, 
@ victorious idea.” 

He pointed out that in the recent 
elections the prohibition majority was 
increased by eleven in the House and 
eight in the Senate. 

Both reports praised the work of 
Dr. J. M. Doran, prohibition commis- 
sioner, and Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Semour Lowman. 

Bishop William Fraser McDowell, 
president of the board, made a state- 
ment to the members in which he de- 
scribed the prohibition question as 
“not just national but international.”

City Heads Dismiss 


2 More Policemen 


C. B. Vaughan and S$. M. 
Anglin Ousted; Rules on 
Debts May Be Changed. 


Two more policemen were dismissed 
from the department yesterday by the 
District Commissioners, who confirmed 
findings of the Police Trial Board. 

Policeman C. B. Vaughan, of the 
Ninth Precinct, was dismissed when 
the Commissioners confirmed the find- 
ing: of the trial board that he had gone 
to Atlantic City, N. J., with a woman 
other than Lis wife and had registered 
at a hote’ there with her as man and 
wife. 

The Commissioners, however, declared 
that the evidence at the trial failed to 
show that Vaughan had occupied the 
room with the woman in question. The 
episude was brought to light by a 
‘private detective employed by the wife 
of another man, who accompanied 
Vaughan on the trip. The detective 
failed to get sufficient evidence against 
the husband of the woman by whom 
he was employed, to convict him. 

The Commissioners approved the dis- 
Missal of & M. Anglin, another police- 
man, for the nonpayment of debts. So 
many installment houses have entan- 
gied policemen in debt, and then sought 
to force collection through appeal to 
the trial board and the Commissioners, 
that the question of dismissing men 
for debt has brought about a protest 
which may find expression in a new 
regulation covering the question.

$625,061.99 in the form of reduced rates 
for next year. This represents one-half 
of the amount the company has earn- 
ed in excess of 71% per cent on its 
valuation, the highest rate of return 
allowed in the District. 

Under the company schedule of fre- 
ductions, approximately $294,000 would 
be applied to the household rate, and, 
at the same time, the existing pro- 
vision that the rate should be reduced 
after the first 120 hours consumption 
would be abolished. Abolition of this 
secondary rate does not mean much, 
inasmuch as the average household 
consumption is approximately 40 hours 
per month and only a few hundred of 
the 109,000 household consumers use 
enough electricity for light to get the 
secondary rate. 

The amount applied to the reduction 
of the household, or schedule A rate, 
was considerably greater than that by 
which any other of the various rates 
would be reduced under the company 
proposal. The company proposed to 
apply a little more than $176,000 to the 
reduction of one of the wholesale rates. 
All of the other rates were reduced 
much less in total. Despite this, the 
various schedules will be maintained 
at. approximately their present ratios if 
the company proposal is approved. 

The Public Utilities Commission will 
consider the schedule of rates proposed 
by the company at a meeting which 
has been called for tomorrow morning. 
Indications are that there will be no 
material changes. 


‘Involuntary Bankruptcy 
Of E. A. Browne Claimed 


Steps to have Elmer A. Browne, gen- 
eral insurance agent, with offices in 
the District National Bank, adjudged 
an involuntary bankrupt were insti- 
tuted in Equity division of the District 
Supreme Court yesterday b; James T. 
Wolfe and Joseph M. Heller. 

Heller charged that Browne owes 
approximately $50,000 and has assets 
amounting to approximately $15,000. 
Through Lawrence J. Heller, attorney, 
Heller charged Browne recently trans- 
ferred certain property to others, 
jeopardizing the rights of unsecured 
creditors. Wolfe said Browne owes him 
,86.118 and Heller that Browne owes 
‘him 5,260.50. Each declared the im- 
debtedness is for money loaned.

Wittner was 
dropped on motion of District Commis- 
sioner Proctor L. Dougherty. 

Wittner was removed for “the good 
of the service” effective November l, 
1928, the Commissioner's order said. 
The Commissioners disregarded Witt- 
ner’s plea for a hearing on the charges 
made against him by Inspector E. W. 


Brown, chief of the Traffic Bureau, 
where Wittner was. employed as a 
clerk. 

Part of the record on which Wittner 
was dismissed by the Commissioners is 
a torn sheet of paper which is said to 
be a part of a speech in favor of Gov. 
Al Smith, Inspector Brown is said to 
have snatched the paper from Wittner's 
typewriter in the course of its prepara- 
tion. 

Another exhibit presented by Brown 
and Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superinten- 
dent of police, is a portion of a writing 
of which Wittner is held to be the 
author, in the course of which Wittner 
denounced existing conditions and said, 
among other things: 

“Smoot’'s spoils system, with the elo- 
quent silent acquiescence of the White 
House spokesman and the tacit repre- 
hensible sanction of the Republican 
party is giving the underpaid Govern- 
ment workers an unprecedented over- 
dose of prosperity, has certainly put 
the ‘con’ in economy.” 

Wittner was suspended by Brown 
November 1, but the former served 
notice on the District Commissioners 
that in his opinion Brown had no au- 
thority to suspend him: that he was 
ready and able to return to his work

Five negroes yesterday were ordered 
held for action by the grand jury by 
coroner’s jury investigating the 
murder of Philbert H. Bitner, 29 years 
old, 817 Sheridan street northwest, 
a former marine, who was shot in front 
of the gasoline station he managed at 
Sixth street and Rhode Island avenue 
northwest Thursday night. 

Charges of murder were placed 
against James Elmo Crawford, 17, 932 
Florida avenue northwest, who con- 
fessed firing the shots; Carl and Milton 
Terry, brothers, 635 T street northwest, 
and Benjamin Branson, 26, 209 Florida 
avenue northwest. 


No charge has been placed against 
Fletcher McKinley, 1618 Ninth street 
northwest, in whose home the death 
pistol, a .45 caliber automatic, was 
found. The coroner's jury ordered Mc- 
Kinley held, however, as an accessory. 

Crawford and the Terry brothers have 
made written confessions of their part 
in the murder, police declared at the 
inquest. Branson, who is being treated 
at Gallinger Hospital for a neck injury 
suffered Sunday night when he at- 
tempted suicide in his cell at the Tenth 
Precinct by dashing his head against 
the concrete cell floor, was unable to 
appear at the inquest. He is said to 
have made an oral confession of his 
part in the crime, 


and that he expected pay for the time 
he was suspended. 

Wittner could not be reached last 
night. What course he will follow now 
is not known, but it is not expeced 
that, having forced an issue on political 
activities and beliefs, he will let the 
matter rest with the dismissal given 
him yesterday by Dougherty and the 
other District Commissioners.
